the accounts and records of the town officials for the year ended 
January 31, 1956, and of the revenue received and disburse- 
ments made for the fiscal year then ended.

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COMMENTS 


Town Clerk: 


Records of the town clerk pertinent to this audit found in the 
office of the selectmen were examined. 


No examination was made of the detailed record of the an- 
nual town meeting, nor was the collection of dog taxes verified. 


Town Treasurer: 


. All books of account and records of the town treasurer were 
examined and it was ascertained that all monies recorded as 
received had been promptly deposited and credited to the 
proper accounts. Cash on deposit at the close of the year 
amounting to $62,328.08 was verified by reconciliation of state- 
ment received from the depository bank, the Merchants Na- 
tional Bank of Bangor, Maine. 


All disbursements had been made by check upon properly 
approved warrants issued by the selectmen. 


Tax liens unpaid at the year end on file with the treasurer 
were verified by direct examination. 


Tax Collector: 


A commitment of $84,340.62 was given to the collector and 
supplemental taxes of $456.74 were also charged, making a 
total charge to the collector of $84,797.36 which is accounted 
for by cash to the treasurer $75,095.04, leaving a balance un- 
collected at February 1, 1956, of $9,702.32. Detail of the un- 
collected balance is shown as Schedule 2 of this report of audit. 
Collection of prior years taxes was also examined and a detail 
of such taxes is also reflected as Schedule 2. 


Assessors and Selectmen: 


The selectmen’s ledger, assessors’ valuation book and other 
books and records maintained by the town officials were used 
as the basis for this audit. The audit was conducted on the 
procedures recommended by the National Committee of gov- 
ernmental accounting. 


Valuation book as prepared by the assessors was examined 
and found to be properly prepared. Computation of the as- 
sessment was checked and a detailed report of the valuation 
and assessment is shown in Exhibit C of this report of audit. 


It was noted that payrolls, bills and other statements were 
on file to substantiate each item on the selectmen’s warrants. 


We wish to express our appreciation for the courtesy and 
cooperation extended us during the course of our examination.

The general public appears to be much more aware than ever 
before of the importance of good physical and mental health. 
Many factors have contributed to this growing awareness: Tel- 
evision, radio, movies, newspaper and magazine articles, along 
with many other influences, have all played an important part 
in emphasizing good health. However, a close study and obser- 
vation of many communities show one fact. The citizens in 
those communities where there is an organized Health Council 
or active Health Committee are the ones that are best informed 
and the ones who give the best support to all health activities. 
This bears out our firm conviction that there is no substitute 
for person to person education and actual participation in 
health programs. 


Winterport can well be proud of the health services provided 
for its citizens in the year 1955. To mention a few of these 
services: 


Nine Child Health Conferences have been held. 


Polio vaccinations were offered to all the children in the 
community from one year of age to twenty years or adulthood. 


Your annual Health Council report will give you a detailed . 
account of their activities. 


Your public health nurse has provided nursing care on a 
demonstration basis, and consultation with parents and 
groups through home visits and community activities. Con- 
sultation service to teachers and other school personnel has 
been a regular activity of the nurse’s program. As much as

possible efforts have been made to help solve school health 
problems by working cooperatively with the family and 
school. 


Good teamwork between the home, community groups, 
Health Council and Health Workers points the way toward an 
even more successful Community Health Program in 1956.

POLIO 

We felt a responsibility as a Health Council of giving the 
Polio Program serious consideration. Careful study was giv- 
en to all available reports and the Council felt the Salk vaccine 
should be offered to the children of Winterport. Every child, 
from infancy through high school, was given an opportunity 
to be vaccinated. In order to include the pre-school and high ~ 
school children, it was necessary for your Council to purchase 
the vaccine. 7 


WEIGHING AND MEASURING 
All children in grades 1 through 8 are weighed and meas- 
ured twice a year. This makes it possible for Mrs. Creamer 
to keep a check on the normal development of each child. 
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WELL BABY CONFERENCES 


The members of the Council have opened their homes so 
that these conferences can be held regularly. In order to con- 
duct a successful well baby conference, much clerical work is 
involved. Accurate records must be kept, notices sent to all 
parents, volunteer workers obtained and transportation ar- 
ranged for those needing it. The Council feels most fortunate 
in having Mrs. Horace Norris, who ably handles all these 
details, as chairman of its Child Health Committee. 


SICK ROOM SUPPLIES 
A hospital bed and sick room equipment is available, in- 
cluding a vaporizer. These supplies may be obtained by call- 
ing Dr. Wagner.

NATIONAL DIABETIC PROGRAM 


This program was discontinued this year because of lack 
of response in the two previous years.

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In the elementary school total there are two tuition pupils. 


In the high school total there are 21 tuition pupils: 18 from 
Frankfort, 1 from Newburg, 1 from Haynesville, and 1 from 
Bangor. 


Winterport is paying tuition for one student Marta 
Brewer High School. 


250 pupils are conveyed. Subtracting the number of tuition 
students from the total, we find that 59% of the pupils are 
conveyed at public expense. 


CROWDED CONDITIONS IN OUR ELEMENTARY 
SCHOOLS AND THE NEED FOR MORE 
CLASSROOMS AND TEACHERS 


Enrollment in elementary grades has increased since 1951 
and we are now at the point where classes are much too large. 
Unless more classroom space is provided in the near future, 
the result will be half-day sessions; and I am sure no one 
wants to see this happen. 


Because of the continued high birthrate and the fact that 
more families have moved into Winterport than was antici- 
pated, our classes have become overcrowded. It seems impos- 
sible to forecast enrollment accurately over any length of 
time. This is a state and national problem and is not peculiar 
to Winterport. 


In the School Street building (grades 1-2-3-4-5) there are 
227 pupils and the building was intended to house not more 
than 190. The average class size is 38 and it ought to be not 
more than 30. With another first grade entering class next 
fall with an enrollment of 50 there simply will not be seating 
space for all pupils in these grades. 


In grades 6-7-8 in the Smith building the average class size 
is 39. 
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These conditions have been considered by school officials, 
and the present budget to be recommended for Town Meeting 
includes the money for another teacher for the extra room in 
the Smith building to which the fifth grade might be moved. 
This, however, makes it possible only to house all our pupils: 
it will not reduce the size of classes; and there will still be 
crowded conditions. 


If townspeople will provide necessary funds, the school 
committee further recommends the following: ° 


Add two new rooms to the Smith building and transfer 
pupils from the School Street building to the extent that 
classes will be reduced to about 30 and the total number in the 
building to about 190. These two new rooms would have sepa- 
rate washrooms and their own play area. This arrangement 
would relieve overcrowding in grades 1-2-3-4-5. 


To reduce the size of classes in grades 6-7-8 in the Smith 
building, it is recommended that an additional teacher be en- 
caged for the extra room in the Smith building. 


The situation described above is serious and in my opinion we 
must have two new classrooms and three more teachers. 


High school teachers are also asking for another teacher. 
At present, there are four teachers and with the larger classes 
moving into high school the teaching load becomes heavier. 
To avoid holding classes with study groups, the high school 
has had to resort to study groups supervised by students. 
Another handicap is that some teachers have too many differ- 
ent subjects to teach. Furthermore, there appear to be many 
students with a reading difficulty, and high school teachers — 
would like to see a fifth teacher who could help with remedial 
reading. If this request is granted, the town would be hiring 
four additional teachers. .

The school maintenance appropriation for the elementary 
and secondary schools combined for last year was $35,000.00 
as compared with $36,500.00 this year, and this shows an in- 
crease of $1,500.00. The recommendation for the general ac- 
count has been reduced from $3,300.00 to $2,000.00. This ex- 
plains why the request for the three accounts is only $200.00 © 
more than last year.

The elementary recommendation includes the money for one 
additional teacher and if the people vote to provide funds for 
two more teachers (making a total of three new teachers) then 
it will be necessary to add $2,400.00 to the appropriation for 
elementary schools. 


If the request’ of the high school teachers is granted and 
_ another teacher added to the high school staff, it will be neces- 
sary to add $1,600.00 to the secondary appropriation. 


The State Subsidy Law which provides assistance to towns 
for the support of schools has been revised on the basis of the 
new land valuation. This provision will result in less money 
for Winterport in December, 1956; the town will receive $2,- 
000.00 less than in December, 1955. Since this difference must 
_ be made up by the taxpayer, it is fortunate that our accounts 
have balances to offset the loss. 


TRANSPORTATION 


With $5,000.00 from town surplus and $300.00 from the 
regular budget two new Chevrolet chassis were purchased, the 
old bus bodies mounted on these, and some repairs made to the 
old bodies. 


Increased enrollment has placed a heavy burden on our con- 
veyance system. Buses are full and if we could not count on a 
certain number of pupils being absent each day, buses would be 
seriously overloaded. Conveyance costs the town about $9,- 
400.00 a year divided as follows: 


Private buses—Clements, $4,320.00; Burns, $1,440.00. 
Town owned buses—Two, $3,640.00. 


The committee plans to redraw the transportation routes and 
to establish new regulations limiting the number of pupils con- 
veyed. If we do not do this it may be necessary to engage 
another bus. The new regulations will be announced well in 
advance of the opening of school in September. The commit- 
tee hopes to avoid higher cost for transportation. 
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REP AIRS 


The school committee has an article in the Town Warrant 
asking for $4,000.00 to hard top the roadway to and the parking 
area of the Smith School. Heavy rains wash away gravel from 
the sloping roadway and traffic in the parking area causes the 
gravel surface to be rough and uneven. Consequently a good 
deal of money has been spent in hauling gravel. A more serious 
result of this condition is that the students naturally track — 
gravel into the building and it is hard to keep the tile floors 
clean. Furthermore this kind of wear will shorten the life of 
the tile and we may be under heavy expense to replace the 
floors. 


Major repairs for the past year have been as follows: 

Repair and upkeep of the heating svstem in the high school. 

The Building Committee has completed repainting of the 
roonis in the high school. 

At the School Street building the wash rooms have been re- 
painted and the chimney repaired and retopped. 


OBSERVATIONS 


Again I want to thank all the teachers for their splendid ef- 
forts. Classes have been crowded, the teaching load heavy, and, 
We appreciate the difficulty under which they have had to work. 


The budget includes raises for the teachers, but I would like 
to point out that the teachers’ salaries in Winterport will still 
be less than the State average. 


The school officials and school personnel extend sincere ap- | 
preciation to the following groups and individuals: 


The Lions Club for its Annual Christmas Party and its inter- 
est in the welfare of our children. 


The PTA for its support of the Milk Program, the assistance 
of the Room Mothers, the Christmas treat. A good PTA is the 
best friend a school system can have. 
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The Winterport Health Council for its unfaltering work for 
better health for our community, and particularly for making 
available to Winterport children the Salk Polio Vaccine. 


Mrs. Emma Creamer, public health nurse, whose service is 
always prompt and efficient. 


Mr. Norman Winch for the fine work he does with the Junior 
High boys’ basketball. His team has an enviable record for the 
season, the result of many, many hours of donated time on Mr. 
Winch’s part and hard work on the part of the boys.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The Winterport Health Council has continued its excellent work in 
planning and carrying out a diversified Public Health Nursing pro- 
gram. Probably the most outstanding accomplishment this year was 
the Polio Immunization Clinics. 


The Child Health Conferences have been held and immunizations 
against diphtheria, tetanus, and whooping cough as well as smallpox 
vaccine have been given. An excellent job has been done by the 
transportation committee, for these conferences, making it possible to 
give service to many more children in the community. 


Tuberculosis is still one of the major killers—the Control and 
Preventive Program is time consuming and expensive. The Four 
County Tuberculosis Association has given financial assistance making 
it possible for a good job to be done. 


The State sponsored Orthopedia, Pediatric, Cardiac, and Speech 
Clinic have given service to the pre-school and school children in 
Winterport. 


This year the Public Health Nursing program has been a demon- 
stration of teamwork with the Local Health Council, the physician, 
the school personnel, the Selectmen and the Public Health Nurse 


planning and putting into action an effective preventive health 
program. 


Your Local Health Council Report will give you complete coverage 
of each phase of the program. As in previous years it has given mea 
feeling of deep personal satisfaction and inspiration to have had an 
opportunity to work with the health council. 


My sincere thanks to all who have made it possible for such an 
effective program to have been carried on this year.

WELL BABY CONFERENCES 

Members of the Council again opened their homes when it was not 
possible to hold conferences at the Methodist Church, so that these 
conferences could be held regularly from September through June. 

Average attendance, 35. Children entering school in September of 
1957 were invited and 18 took advantage of this opportunity. 

Polio shots are now being offered at these conferences as well as 
the regular immunizations, vaccination and physical examinations. 


SICK ROOM SUPPLIES 
A hospital bed and sick room supplies are maintained by the 
Council. These are for the use of the people of Winterport and may 
be obtained by calling Dr. Wagner. Telephone 3-4231. 


WEIGHING AND MEASURING 
In grades 1 through 8. Recorded on the School Health Cards. 


SALK VACCINATION 
Your Council has felt a definite need for continuing the Polio 
program. 
First and second shots were given to children from 5 months 
‘through High School—134. 
Third or booster shots given children, pre-school through High 
School—269. 
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AUDIOMETER TESTS 

Two hundred and fifty pupils in Grades 1, 3, 5, 7, 9 and 12 were 
given audiometer tests. Twenty-three retakes were done at the Smith 
School and 28 at the Elementary School. Mrs. Creamer sent notices 
to parents of children having defective hearing. 

Your Council wishes to suggest to the Union School Committee, 
through our local members, that the purchase of an audiometer for 
use throughout the Union would be very advantageous. At the 
present time we depend on a machine loaned by the State Department, 
which necessitates long periods of waiting our turn. 


SCHOOL HEALTH RECORDS 
Council members assisted the teachers of Grades 1 through 8 in 
bringing up to date the Health Records of each student. Vision, 
hearing, and dates of immunizations, vaccinations and Polio shots 
were recorded. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF DISTRICT THREE 
The Mrs. Norris, Neilander, Raymond, Sproul and Stewart were 
delegates to the meeting in Warren in September. The theme of the 
meeting was “Mental Health; The Community Responsibility”. 
Annual reports of local councils were given and pertinent information 
brought back to our council by the delegates. 


AUGUSTA MEETING TO DISCUSS HEALTH PROBLEMS 

In November the State Department of Education called a meeting of 
school personnel, nurses, doctors, and key people in each town to 
discuss how better health programs might be developed in schools and 
communities. Mrs. Horace Stewart and Mrs. Horace Norris with 
Superintendent of Schools Bernard B. Pierce represented Winter- 
port. Our delegates were able to give helpful suggestions on the 
organization of local Health Councils as Winterport proved to be one 
of the few towns represented which has a well-organized and active 
Council.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The new 500 gallon pumper was purchased from Maxim Motors 
Co., Middleboro Mass. and the chassis from the International 
Harvester Co. 


Your committee on purchasing this truck, Bartlett Higgins, 
Reginald Y. Clements, George Ritchie and Norman Page met 6 times 
with the selectmen and 3 representatives from fire equipment con- 
cerns. The committee later made a trip to Middleboro to see this 
pumper made and perform, at no expense to the town. They later 
went to Middleboro and drove the fire truck back with a cost of $65.75. 
It would have cost $100.00 if their man had driven it through. The 
new fire truck cost some more than first anticipated but your com- 
mittee, selectmen and many citizens believe that we have purchased 
the best equipment possible for the money.

TOWN POOR ACCOUNT 
You will note that this account has an overdraft in spite of a 
$4,200.00 appropriation as compared to $3,000.00 last year. It is 
impossible to know how much is needed each year in this account. We 
have received surplus commodities this year with only a cost of 
$69.46 to the town for freight.

CIVIL DEFENSE

SNOW REMOVAL 


The overdraft in this account is due to 3 main reasons. We have 
had what amounts to about 2 years of snow removal in this fiscal 
year, since the close of the books last February 1, 1956 we had the 
most of our snow and this winter we have had a great deal of snow 
plowing. The expense of plowing and sanding sidewalks has been 
an increasing item. We felt that this year 2 new snow plow V’s had to 
be purchased since the 2 old ones were inadequate in deep snow and 
were getting to be a great expense in repairs. We were fortunate in 
having purchased them before the price of steel went up. Below is a 
schedule of snow removal for the last 3 years:

TOWN HALL 


This year has been an expensive one for fuel for the town hall. In 
addition to the severe cold weather that we had for a number of weeks 
which took a great deal more fuel it has taken some extra for the 
convenience of school activities. The music teacher has used the hall 
for rehearsing students two or three times a week in the early after- 
noon and the hall had to be kept warm for them and the basketball 
practices. 


SIDEWALKS 
We are recommending an appropriation of the usual $500.00 to go 
with balance of $174.13 as some work needs to be done on the side- 
walks in addition to the sweeping job similar to that which was done 
this year. 


TARRING VILLAGE STREETS 


Most of the streets that were tarred this year were mulched instead 
of the usual sealing coat. Mulching is more expensive as not so much 
surface can be covered but we felt that it was more satisfactory since 
it eliminated the dust problem. Some of the streets this year can not 
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be mulched as they are dead end streets and the equipment used in 
mulching can not be used on dead end streets. Quite a bit of tar 
patching will need to be done this year. 


PUBLIC DUMP AND SEWERS 

You will note that we have recommended $500.00 for an appropri- 
ation under this account. There is a sewer situation starting on the 
upper side of Main Street, crossing Main Street and a distance down 
Washington Street which has been getting progressively more ex- 
pensive to keep cleared. Some work may need to be done up on 
Hubbard Hill. Not knowing just how much each will cost we have 
asked for $500.00 so we may use it where needed.

What will the average number of pupils be if no new class- 
rooms are provided?

How can this situation be relieved? 
By adding two new classrooms and teachers for them. 
With six teachers what will the average class size be? 


Twenty-seven—and this is about the maximum size advocated 
by educational experts if teachers are going to give adequate in- 
dividual attention. 


Would the addition of two new rooms provide for our needs in 
Grades 5, 6, 7, 8 for many years? 


This would be hard to prove. However, if the average class is 
going to be about 50 from now on, then there will be about 200 in 


these four classes and with six classrooms the average would be 
about 33 in each room. | 


Parents were advised a year ago that the larger classes moving 
up from the Elementary School would create an impossible situa- 
tion in the Smith Building unless more classrooms were provided. 


It appears that the evidence is now conclusive and that these 
two rooms must be added unless we are content to see children 
in classes of 40 or more. I remind the reader, there are 51 in 


Grade 5 next year and unless more space is provided these 51 
will be in one room.

Grade 9 (includes 5 tuition students), AY 
Grade 10 (includes 6 tuition students), 37 
Grade 11 (includes 7 tuition students), 25 
Grade 12 (includes 2 tuition students), 19

There has always been a large dropout after the Freshman 
year; and estimating this dropout figure as best we can, it appears 
the enrollment in our High School next fall will be about 112. 
Only time will tell the accurate figure. We can only go by past 
experience in this matter. 


It is obvious that the heavy teaching load is in Grades 9 and 10; 
and even if tuition students were excluded, the load would be too 
large for effective teaching with the present staff of four. For this 
reason the school committee has voted to hire a fifth teacher be- 
ginning next fall, and this teacher will relieve the teaching load 
in these two classes. It is hoped, too, that we can find a man 
teacher who will coach basketball and baseball and so allow the 
Principal more time for his duties. 


A fifth teacher for the High School is needed chiefly to give 
proper attention to the English classes. It is planned to have two 
divisions for English for the Freshman and Sophomore classes. 


THE JACOBS REPORT 


In 1955 the Legislative Research Committee was appointed to 
study school needs and finances in the state. The committee has 
reported on a sound school finance program and actions to cor- 
rect weaknesses. Among its findings the following statements 
are of general interest: 


1. There should be a satisfactory foundation for all children. 
2. Expense per pupil and teachers’ salaries are below the 
~ national average. 
3. The principal need is to raise the level of school programs 
in small towns. 
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4. Since the state grants aid to towns for the support of edu- 
cation, there is a need to define what the state is buying. 


5. Inefficiencies in the expenditure of education funds are 
caused by improper and inadequate organization of school 
systems at the local level. 

6. The organization of school systems should be strengthened 
at the local level by establishing larger school units or 
school districts. This means, of course, consolidation of 
schools. 

There should be state aid for school construction. 

8. Increased state subsidy should be granted so as to encour- 
age towns to consolidate. 

9. The committee recommends that the present legislature 
appoint a School Reorganization Commission to study con- 
solidation and to make recommendations. 


The report made these two observations characterizing school 

districts or area schools: 

a. Financial Size—The school district should have a tax base 
sufficiently large, which, with appropriate equalizing state 
assistance, will provide the desired educational program 
and permit the construction of necessary school buildings. 

b. Community of Interest—The school district should be cen- 
tered around at least one natural community which serves 
as the center of employment, commercial activity and social 
activity to provide a sense of community identity for the 
district. 


We may be encouraged in regard to our school problem as we 
plan for an area school. The Jacobs Report recommends aid for 
such a school. 


It appears that Winterport cannot afford to support a High 
School which offers a broad curriculum and therefore, the citizens 
must continue to think in terms of the area school. No doubt it 
will take several years for such a plan to materialize, and just 


what the combination of towns should be is difficult to determine 
at the present time. 
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HOT LUNCH PROGRAM 

In many towns, plans have been made or are being made to 
expand facilities to include space and equipment to provide ade- 
quate school lunch programs. Every meal of the day should 
contribute to well-being and growth. School lunch menus are 
based on standards set up by the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
and include five food groups made up of protective foods most 
' needed by our growing children. Foods of high nutritional value 
are purchased for the lunches. This has a two-fold purpose: 


1. To teach children to know and like a variety of foods. 


2.*To get the most food value for the school lunch dollar. Un- 
der this program milk is made available to the children for 
3 or 4 cents per half-pint. 


School lunch will do its part in providing a meal which includes 
¥ of the daily requirements of the child. 


Let’s recognize our responsibility and make the advantages of 
such a program available to the 435 school children of Winter- 
port. Concern yourself with the Child’s Lunch Program. 

To initiate the program, we must have a larger kitchen. An 
article in the Town Warrant plans for new construction including 
enlargement of the kitchen at the Smith School. Without an en- 
larged kitchen we cannot have a lunch program, which would be 
for all children who wanted to participate. The daily cost to the 
child is usually about 25c for a complete meal, including milk. 

Large quantities of surplus foods are distributed by the govern- 
ment each year for lunch programs for school children through- 
out the nation. Winterport children should. be sharing in this 
program. 


LANDSCAPING AT THE LEROY H. SMITH SCHOOL 

The Winterport Woman’s Club has a project underway to 
plant shrubs and trees on the grounds at the Smith School. The 
club has the assistance of Mr. Fred Webster, an expert in this 
field. The project will enhance the appearance of the building 
and grounds. The townspeople will appreciate this splendid 
effort. 
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REPAIRS AND EQUIPMENT 


Elementary School: 
Paid for ventilating system. 
Shingled one side of roof. 
Radiators repaired. 


Smith School: 
Sprinkler system repaired. 
Electric bell system repaired. 
Three new typewriters. 
Six classroom microscopes. 
Extensive equipment for teaching Biology. 


At the Smith School the parking area and roadway were hard- 
topped. The paved roadway is 20 feet wide and the paved park- 
ing area extends 100 feet from the building. 


FINANCES 


There is a balance of $879.76 in the Elementary School Account 
and the rather large balance of $2,803.18 in the Secondary Ac- 
count. This balance in the Secondary Account is explained by 
the fact that $1,500.00 was added to the appropriation last year 
for hiring a fifth teacher in the High School, and the school com- 
mittee decided not to spend the money for this purpose. How- 
ever, it was not spent for any other reason and is carried forward 
as a balance. Also more money was received from tuition pupils, 
and this is usually the case. In making up the budget, a con- 
servative estimate is made for tuition income in order to safe- 
guard against possible dropout of tuition pupils. 


The overdraft of $178.50 in the General Account is explained by 
one unplanned expense: $400.00 in connection with the paving 
of the parking area at the Smith School. There was a special 
appropriation of $4,000.00 for this project. The committee, after 
contracting the job for this amount, decided to add another small 


area and the amount ($400.00) had to be taken from the General 
Account. | 
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The committee is requesting the following amounts for 1957- 
1958, and figures are compared with last year: 


Account 1956-57 1957-58 
Elementary, $23,500.00 $23,500.00 
Secondary, 15,100.00 14,000.00 
General Account, 2,500.00 3,000.00 


$41,100.00 $40,500.00 


The total request is $600.00 less than a year ago. The question 
arises—how can this be done if expenses are going to be higher? 
The answer is that the State Subsidy is about $6,800.00 more next 
December than in December, 1956. More money, then, can be 
assigned to school income for the coming year, and there remains 
enough to engage three extra teachers and pay for the mainte- 
nance of two additional rooms from September, 1957, to February 
1, 1958. 


NEW BUILDING CONSTRUCTION 


The need for two new classrooms has already been referred to 
and articles in the Town Warrant are included for the people’s 
vote. The general plan is to add two rooms to the north end of 
the Smith Building along with toilets, and to enlarge the kitchen. 
Without added classroom space, the upper grades will be very 
much over-crowded; and without a larger kitchen, there can be 
no hot lunch program for our boys and girls. In the coming town 
meeting, plans and costs will be presented by the school com- 
mittee. 


In closing, I wish to thank all those individuals and groups who 
have shown special interest in our schools. Many parents and 
citizens have given unselfishly of their time and energy.

Gentlemen: 


It is requested that an Article be entered in the Town Warrant, to 
be acted upon by the people at the 1958 Town Meeting. This Article 
would be for the purchase of additional equipment for the Fire De- 
partment, and would read as follows: 


To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,580.50 for the purchase of additional equipment for the Fire 
Department. 


An explanation for this request, which could be entered in the 
Town Report for all to see, follows: 


An Article has been entered in the Town Warrant for the appro- 
priation of funds to purchase additional equipment for the Fire De- 
partment. The equipment requested consists of the following: 


12 firemen’s coats, $385.50 
12 firemen’s helmets, 162.00 
12 firemen’s badges, 34.50 
2 Scott Air-Paks, 458.00 
1 Emerson dual portable resuscitator, 515.00 
1 First-aid kit, 25.50 
Total, $1,580.50 


The provision of the coats and helmets will serve to keep the men 
warm and dry, and will help to protect them from injury while fight- 
ing a fire. The coats will be trimmed with “Scotchlite” reflective tape 
as an added safety precaution. The badges will, of course, identify 
each member of the Fire Department. The first-aid kit is one which 
is approved by the Bureau of Mines for Fire and Police Departments. 


The Scott Air-Paks are gas masks which contain their own air 
supply. This type of mask would allow a fireman to enter a smoke- 
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filled building to fight fire, or to rescue anyone trapped inside. Two 
masks are requested so there will be no chance of one man being 
trapped in a building and no one able to go to his rescue. 


The Emerson dual portable resuscitator can be used to help save 
the life of any person who needs artificial respiration. There are sev- 
eral causes of respiratory failures, among which are, drowning, elec- 
tric shock, heart failure, drug poisoning, automobile accidents, smoke 
inhalation, or the case of newborn babies. The resuscitator would be 
available from the Fire Department whenever and wherever it was 
needed.

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PUBLIC DUMP AND SEWERS 


The dump is a matter of concern to many of us. It is too long— 
too wide and many people do not throw their trash back even right 
after the dump has been pushed back. There is supposed to be a fire 
wall bulldozed around the dump, and it should be done this year. The 
dump should be changed so that it isn’t quite such a problem all the 
time. We estimate that to make the fire wall and to change the dump 
will take from $200.00-$300.00. 


As many of you are aware the town sewers have been causing more 
trouble these last few years, and even more this very last year. There 
is 100 ft. or so on Willow Street, from the junction of Lincoln Ave. 
down by Cyrus Grenci’s that will have to be replaced. There are three 
bad places on Washington Street that need replacing and another on 
Christian Hill, near Bartlett Higgins, that should come up. We know 
of these real bad places and expect the usual troubles in other places. 
It is hard to know exactly how much money is needed on sewers, 
but we have asked for $685.49 from the Income Town Property Ac- 
count and $700.00 appropriation for the public dump and sewer 
account. 


TOWN POOR 


You will note that this account is about $1,200.00 less than last 
year at this time. We do expect that from all indications that before 
spring work starts up there will be a greater expense than last spring. 
We have not asked for any more money this year due chiefly to two 
facts: because of new legislation the State will take care of most of 
the old age cases in licensed rest homes which are supplemented by 
municipalities; we expect that the town will be reimbursed by the 
State for about $500.00 which we have supplemented since Septem- 
ber 1, 195%. 


SURPLUS COMMODITIES 


We received more commodities this year than last year. It was in 
effect last year only 7 months. The cost to the town for these goods 
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has been $97.02 as compared to $69.46 last year but we delivered 
over twice as much.

AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


This account was about $500.00 less last year than in 1957. At the 
close of the books there were 12 cases as compared to 8 a year ago. 
The State Health and Welfare Department processes all cases before 
ADC is granted. The town’s share in each case is 18 per cent. 


SOCIAL SECURITY PLAN 


Some of you may wonder why the plan cost so much more this year 
than last year. In 1956, social security was paid for only 9 months, 
it was not in effect during January-March when the largest amounts 
are paid in salaries. This year it was in effect a whole year and took 
in January-March when the greatest amounts are paid in salaries. We 
also had a $25.00 amount to pay the State prorata share administra- 
tion costs which we were not aware of the amount until it came due. 
Your treasurer and selectmen estimate that around $350.00 will be 
needed in 1958. 


INCOME TOWN PROPERTY 


You will note that we had a balance of $3,585.49 in this account. 
We have asked authority to transfer $1,400.00 of this to the Town 
Hall account in lieu of appropriating this amount. We have also asked 
authority to transfer $1,500.00 of this income to an account for paint- 
ing and repairing the town hall. We feel that three sides of the hall 
should be painted, and with what was left we thought that the stage, 
which looks pretty bad should be done over with wall board of some 
kind and painted. We have asked for the $685.49 remaining in the 
Income Town property account to be used in the public dump and 
sewer account. 
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STREET LIGHTING 

The $1,144.00 recommended for this account is to pay for the exist- 
ing street lights owned by the Central Maine Power Co, ($1,128.00) 
and about $16.00 which will be due Bangor Hydro for theirs. This 
$16.00 was not included last year as the town raised $1,128.00 under 
the new contract with the Central Maine Power Co. and since it didn’t 
go in to effect until April 3, 1957, we knew that amount would be 
enough for both companies. 


TARRING VILLAGE STREETS 


Since we had a.carried balance in this account of $224.52, we are 
asking for authority to transfer $261.74 from the tarring Kendall 
Road account and $300.00 from tarring Mouseville Road account to 
the tarring village streets account and if this is done we will need to 
raise only $250.00 by appropriation.

1957 ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC 
HEALTH NURSING 


TOWN OF WINTERPORT 


Again this year, Winterport may well be proud of their Public 
Health Nursing Program. Through the untiring efforts of their 
Local Health Council and the cooperation of the town fathers, local 
physician, and school personnel, much has been accomplished in  pre- 
ventive programs. 


Child Health Conferences have been held monthly during the year 
with the exception of July and August. The pre-school children have 
received protective serums and vaccine for diphtheria, whooping 
cough, tetanus, smallpox, and polio. 


A series of school clinics has been held with the same type of pro- 
tective serums and vaccines offered. 


A tuberculosis preventive and control program has been carried on 
with marked success. Much of which has been due to the financial 
and planning support of the Four County Tuberculosis Association. 


The State Sponsored Clinics have given service to the children of 
Winterport. The clinics used most frequently are the Orthopedic, 
Pediatric and Cardiac. The children are referred to this clinic by 
their family physician. The clinics that serve this area are located 
in Bangor. 


Audiometer tests were done in the first and second grades in the 
spring. In my opinion, there is a definite need for the purchase of 
an Audiometer, probably on a School Union basis. If this type of 
equipment is procured, the teachers or members of the Health Com- 
mittee could do a very satisfactory testing program. Defective hear- 
ing would be found early in a child’s school life and steps could be 
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taken to correct or prevent further hearing loss. Defective hearing 
not only handicaps a child in obtaining a formal education but often 
the child receives a great deal of misinformation as a result of this 
handicap. This type of machine has been demonstrated to the School 
Board in this School Union, but to my knowledge no definite steps 
have been taken to procure this equipment. 


A detailed report of the activities of the Local Health Council will 
be found in another part of your Town Report. 


May I express my sincere thanks to all who have worked closely 
with me in the Public Health Program this past year. I fully realize 
that such a successful program could not have been carried on without 
the interest and willingness of the people who have given so much of 
their time to this program.

WELL BABY CONFERENCES 
This year the Methodist Church and I. O. O. F. Hall were made 
available for the well baby clinics and we acknowledge this gener- 
osity with appreciation. 11 clinics have been held with an average 
attendance of 30. Polio shots, vaccinations, triple vaccine and physi- 
cals were offered. 


» SCHOOL HEALTH PROGRAM 
The Grammar School children were weighed and measured twice 
during the year. Booster shots and vaccine were offered. Audiometer 
tests were given. Third polio shots were given also. 


SICK ROOM SUPPLIES 
This year we purchased a’ wheel-chair, which was added to the sick 
room supplies. All sick room supplies, except the wheel-chair, may be 
borrowed by calling Dr. Wagner—Tel. 3-4231. Please note that the 
wheel-chair is at the home of Mrs. Malcolm Foley and may be bor- 
rowed by calling 3-5533, 


TB X-RAY 
After waiting several years, Winterport had another opportunity to 
have the State’s mobile X-ray unit. In August, free X-rays were made 
available to people in this area. 343 people responded.

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ANNUAL MEETING OF DISTRICT THREE 

In May, representatives of the Council attended the Annual Meet- 
ing of District Three in Fairfield. Reports of local councils were 
heard and it was interesting to note that Winterport has one of the 
most active councils in the District. “The Mentally Retarded Child” 
was the theme of the meeting. Mrs. Ronald Levinson of Orono, and 
Mrs. MacDonald, of the Bangor Public School System, both very 
able speakers, stressed the fact that the community, school and the 
home are responsible for seeing that such children have every oppor- 
tunity to develop socially and academically to the full extent of their 
ability. 

The Winterport Health Council recommends that the Union Super- 
intending School Committee consider the need for a special class with- 
in the Union. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 

The counsel and assistance of Mrs. Emma Creamer, Public Health 
Nurse, and Dr. Wagner, have made possible an ambitious health 
program. The excellent cooperation of Supt. Bernard B. Pierce, the 
School Committee and teachers, has made our work with the schools 
most pleasant. 

As Chairman of the Council, I wish to thank, personally, the offi- 
cers, committee chairmen, and members, for their interest and many 
hours of untiring effort necessary in carrying out the work of your 
council.

Winterport High School has one occupational course: Commercial 
Course. If a high school does not have two or more occupational 
courses, a parent may enroll his child in a school that offers another 
course; and State law requires the sending town to pay tuition. The 
law also states that a student attending another school at public ex- 
pense must maintain acceptable conduct and scholarship. 


FUTURE ENROLLMENTS AND HOUSING

should take care of the situation for sometime to come. However, we 
still have at least two rooms with divided grades. It must be pointed 
out also that we do not provide for a sub-primary class, and this is a 
serious Omission. 


THE SINCLAIR BILL AND OUR 
HIGH SCHOOL PROBLEM 


Our high school problem is simply this: the curriculum is not broad 
enough. It offers traditional courses, but does not include Home Eco- 
nomics, Industrial Arts, or Agriculture. At present, the organization 
does not allow any one teacher sufficient time for guidance work. Stu- 
dent guidance assumes more and more importance, and there should 
be one full-time teacher for counseling. It is possible that the effec- 
tiveness of public school results will stand or fall by the amount and 
quality of guidance. 

Furthermore, a high school should have a faculty large enough so 
that each teacher could specialize and not have to teach three or four 
different subjects. The science courses must be increased and im- 
proved. National leaders are urging that more students take addi- 
tional science courses and higher mathematical courses through trigo- 
nometry and perhaps into calculus. 

The small high school cannot offer such a program, because small 
towns usually cannot afford the number of rooms and equipment and 
teachers to fulfill such requirements. 

The Sinclair Bill attempts to remedy this situation by planning a 
consolidated high school in a new Administrative District. Briefly, 
this would mean that two or more towns pool their resources to build 
a central high school. 

If a group of towns agrees to unite to form a new district, the State 
will grant additional financial aid both for building construction and 
for maintaining the schools in operation. For many towns this could 
mean lower costs for school operation; and what seems very im- 
portant, it would mean that by removing the high school, there would 
be more space for elementary grades. 

At present, there are committees for studying the advisability of 
forming a new Administrative District which would include Winter- 
port, Hampden, Frankfort, Monroe, Newburg and Dixmont. You 
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will be hearing more from these committees as they continue their 
research and reach conclusions. 

Enrollment figures above show that more and more students are at- 
tending other high schools to follow a broader curriculum; and no 
doubt this will continue. This might be a strong argument for joining 
a new Administrative District as provided under the Sinclair Bill. 
The $2,000.00 the town is now spending to send pupils to other towns 
could be used toward the town’s expense in supporting this new unit 
which includes a consolidated high school offering a more satisfactory 
program of studies. 

If our high school were moved to classrooms in a consolidated high 
school, I doubt that Winterport would (within foreseeable time) have 
to build more classrooms. With the high school removed, there would | 
be room for a sub-primary class, and this improvement is being de- 
manded by parents. 


ADDITIONS TO THE LEROY H. SMITH SCHOOL 

These additions include two new classrooms, 29 x 29. These rooms 
provide adequate space for at least 30 pupils per classroom ; and they 
are most attractive in appearance. | 

The enlarged kitchen is about 29 feet square and when it is 
equipped, will make it possible to serve all the pupils in a school lunch 
program. There is a food storage room connected with the kitchen. 

The typewriting room has been enlarged, and any student whose 
schedule allows, will be able to take typing. Furthermore, there is no 
crowding, and there is ample space for machines and supplies. 


TEACHERS AND TEACHER SALARIES 

With the completion of two more classrooms at the Smith School, 
it was necessary to engage two teachers: 

Mr. William Martin who teaches a divided room—grades 6-7. He 
was graduated from Washington State Teachers’ College and has a 
B.S. in Education. 

Miss Ruth VanDuyn who teaches a division of grade 5. She at- 
tended Skidmore College. 3 

Since school opened in September, two teachers have resigned 
and replacements have been made: 
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Mrs. Judith Billington of Bangor succeeds Mrs. Clark in the Ele- 
mentary School. Mrs. Billington graduated from Leslie College 
with the degree of Bachelor of Science in Education. At one time 
she taught in the Fairmount School in Bangor. 

Mr. James Richards of Greenville succeeded Mrs. Payne, and he 
teaches Freshman classes. Mr. Richards has a degree of Bachelor 
of Science in Education. 

Average salary of high school teachers in Winterport is $3,500.00 
and this is slightly lower than the State average. 

Average salary for elementary teachers is $2,650.00 and this is 
still several hundred dollars below the State average. However, the 
School Committee has voted to raise teachers $300.00 across the 
board and this will bring the town nearer the State level. 

If the town is to attract well-trained teachers, it must pay what 
other towns are paying. The State Department and the teaching pro- 
fession are trying to bring all teachers to the level of four years 
training. It is obvious that if teachers are to be paid high salaries, 
they should also have more training and better performance. 

The Teachers’ Minimum Wage Law in effect July Ist, 1958, re- 
quires higher salaries and in most cases the raise of $300.00 is re- 
quired by this law. In planning future school expenses, there is no 
escape from higher teacher salaries, higher budget, higher taxes un- 
less the State offers more aid. It is only fair to say that the State be- 
gan in December, 1957, to pay more subsidy so that towns could more 
easily pay higher wages. 

In hiring teacher replacements, your committee is aware of public 
demand that teachers have considerable training; and also they are 
aware that salaries for degree teachers must begin at $3,000.00 as a 
minimum. 

In Winterport teachers have at present five days of sick leave with 
pay. This is not cumulative.

To the Citizens of Winterport: 


Upon election by the citizens of Winterport at the regular Town 
Meeting, March, 1957, the Building Committee met and elected Mr. 
Ardane Whittier as Chairman, and Mr. Morton Carleton as Treas- 
-urer. Approximately four months were spent in careful preliminary 
study to determine our school needs and how these needs might be 
met without creating too great a burden for the taxpayer—and with- 
out jeopardizing the educational situation for our children. The neces- 
sary permission for construction was obtained from the State Depart- 
ment of Education and the Maine Building Authority, plans were 
drawn by Mr. Donald Weston, bids sought and figures compiled. 

On-Friday, July 26, 195%, all this information was presented to the 
voters of Winterport for their consideration and decision. The public 
had been kept aware of the progress of the Committee through the 
newspapers and statistical letters and came to the Special Town Meet- 
ing with knowledge of the proceedings to date. 

As you know, the vote was in the affirmative and the Building Com- 
mittee set to work immediately to crystallize the planning and hasten 
the start of construction. It was decided by the members that the 
Committee would be its own contractor, and Mr. Chesley Webber, 
of Hermon, was hired as Construction Supervisor. Wherever qual- 
ity, cost and availability warranted it, purchases and labor were 
awarded locally.

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MOBILE RADIO EQUIPMENT 


The installation of radio transmitting equipment in vehicles 
must be authorized by the Federal Communications Commission. 
According to the Communications Act of 1934, the F. C. C. is 
given broad powers of control and regulation of such equipment 
and any violation of the basic Communications Act or the Rules 
and Regulations of the F. C. C. may subject the offender to 
serious consequences. 


Some permissible communications: 


(a) Communications relating directly to Civil Defense, public 
safety, and the protection of life and property. 


(b) Communications essential to official activities directly 
1elating to the maintenence, supervision, and operation of public 
highways, fire and police departments. 


Radio communications may be compared to a party line. Mes- 
sages may be transmitted or received between cars for a distance 
of only a few feet or for approximately fifty miles if cars are 
located on a high elevation; one-way traffic can be controlled at 
the scene of fires and calls for additional help made to base 
station, and when a serious accident occurs calls may be made to 
the base station for a doctor or ambulance.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


The Local Health Officer receives and examines into the nature 
of complaints made by the inhabitants of the town, concerning 
nuisances dangerous to the life and health within the town. I 
have examined several such complaints. 


The Local Health Officer works with the State Health Officer. 
I have had several meetings with Dr. Alta Ashley, State Health 
Officer. 


Every Local Health Officer is required to join the Health 
Officers Association which I have done. Dues are $1.00 a year. 
The Association has several meetings a year. I have attended 
two. 


All people working, or in anyway connected with eating and 
drinking establishments, should be checked yearly for Chest 
X-ray cards. Teachers and bus drivers, also, must be checked 
yearly. I have checked teachers, bus drivers, and Lunchroom 
workers cards. 


The Local Health Officer has Quarantine cards, Tuberculosis 
report cards and certificates of readmission to school. 


The Local Health Officer should give information regarding 
health and sanitation to the school employees, which I have done. 


The law (R. S. 1954, Chap., 25, Sec. 51) states that all House- 
holders shall report to the Local Health Officer any case of re- 
portable disease in their family. Many cases have not been re- 
ported. A list of reportable diseases was given every school student 


May 14, 1958. The same list appeared in the Bangor Daily News’

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING 


Since we are now living in “The Jet Age” with it’s fast moving 
pace, the Public Health Nursing Program is changing to meet 
the health needs of the communities. Even with all our speed, 
people now have a longer span of life which in itself presents a 
problem. Also because of the mobility of the people of the world, 
we are faced with new infections. Perhaps the best and most 
recent example of this is the so called “Asian Flu” against which 
we had so little resistance last year. 


Cancer, heart disease, alcoholism and good mental health are a 
few of the health programs that are sharing the limelight at the 
present time. The fairly new State Program in Alcoholism is grow- 
ing very rapidly with new treatment centers being established 
in many areas throughout the state. Frequent Cardiac Clinics are 
held in Portland and Bangor. An increasing number of children 
are seéh in these clinics each year. The Mental Health Program 
is handicapped because of lack of qualified workers and the ever 
increasing demand for service in this field. 


Because our population is increasing in rate, the percentage of 
mentally retarded children is increasing. To add to this factor, 
the assistance science has given in reducing the infant mortality 
rate has also increased the number of children in this group. One 
State Clinic is established and functioning for the treatment and 
care of these children in the pre-school age group. 


There are still more services for children. Those needing 
physical evaluation and diagnosis can go to Pediatric Clinic. Still 
others, with any type of crippling condition, can receive help 
through the Services for Crippled Children. 
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With the advent of the Polio Vaccine, Clinics were established 
to protect the children in all the communities, including your 
town. Many of the towns also sponsored, through local groups, 
clinics for the adult population. 


Child Health Conferences have continued to be held and the 
infant and pre-school children have had an opportunity to have 
physical examinations and inoculations to protect them from 
diptheria, whooping cough, tetanus, polio and smallpox. Eight 
conferences were held in Winterport and 95 children participated 
in this program. 


Consultation service has been given to the school teachers, 
problem cases discussed and home visits have been made where 
they were indicated. One of the major needs in this program, as I 
see it, is the purchase of an Audiometer by a School Union or 
eroup of towns, so the hearing of each child may be individually 
tested. Through this type of test it can be readily learned the 
tone areas in which a child has difficulty in hearing and often a 
correction of the difficulty can be made. This type of information 
is of great value to the teacher and most of all to the child who 
may be developing hearing loss. 


Other programs are the Control of Communicable Diseases, 
the Tuberculosis Control Program, Speech Therapy, and con- 
sultation with the State Nutritionist. We also cooperate with 
private organizations such as the Four County Tuberculosis As- 
sociation, Sweetser Children’s Home, etc., as well as all State 
Institutions and their Clinics. Finding local and state resources 
to help solve the many problems is a tremendous and fascinating 
challenge and responsibility which your Public Health Nurse is 
1eady to share with you. 


As you can readily see, such a program could not be carried out 


by your Public Health Nurse were it not for the cooperation of 
the many people in your community. The local physician, the 
school personnel, the town officials, the local health officer, and 


ol 


the local health councils or committees have shared in your 
health program. The Service Clubs in Winterport have helped in 
financing corrections of physical defects and in furnishing trans- 
portation to clinics and doctors. My sincere thanks to all in the 
community who have given of their time and effort that Winter- 
port could participate in the Public Health Nursing Program.

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Obviously, one cannot be sure how many families will move 
into Winterport or how many will remove from the town. 


With an average of 55 in each grade, each grade will require 
two rooms; and subprimary will need one room. This makes a 
total of 17 elementary rooms by 1964. This year there are 12 
rooms for grades 1-8. 


The high school begins to be crowded, especially in grades 9 
and 10; and the school committee has voted not to accept tuition 
students in the freshman class this fall. 


Because of the large increase in grades 1 and 2, the Elementary 
School will no longer accommodate all of grade 4; and part of this 
erade will be transferred to the Smith School next fall. 


It should be plain to all that the increase in children knocking at 
_school doors means more classrooms, more teachers, more books 
and supplies, and consequently, sharply rising costs. 


The High School Program and Accreditation 


High School Accreditation means special approval by the 
State Department and that such a school could more easily send 
its graduates to college. Accreditation also means the following: 


1. The curriculum fits the need of the community. 


rae) 


Home Economics, Industrial Arts and perhaps Agriculture. 
A full time Guidance Director.

4. A schedule that allows the principal to give all his time to 
administration and supervision. 


5. A physical education program. 


6. Adequate space and equipment for an effective program. 


Obviously, a small town like Winterport cannot afford to 
build and maintain such a program by itself. The cost would be 
very high for building construction, equipment and for hiring 
extra teachers. 
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What can be done to solve this problem? 


1. Winterport can go on alone, offering only the bare essentials 
of an educational program. 


Even this procedure would require more rooms and the average 
cost per room in Maine is $13,000.00. 


2. Join the proposed Administrative District comprised of 
Winterport, Frankfort, Hampden, Dixmont and Newburg. 


These towns would pool their resources, provide for a con- 
solidated high school in Hampden, and receive aid from the 
State for new school building construction. 


With our high school students moved to a consolidated school, 
hve rooms would be provided for elementary grades; and this 
should take care of this particular need for a long time. 


Whatever plan is followed, we cannot escape higher costs for 
the education of boys and girls. Local and state governments 
everywhere are struggling with the problem of school costs, and 
some are turning to the Federal government for possible 
assistance. 


Lunch Program 


An average of at least 350 pupils have been served by the 
lunch program. 7 


When the lunch program was planned, it was estimated that 
income from students and the Federal Subsidy would enable the 
program to pay for itself. However, higher costs for food and the 
reed of a larger number of helpers have caused a heavy deficit. 
A similar situation is reported from many places in the State. 


If the lunch program is to continue, the townspeople will have 


to appropriate money to help the program. Otherwise, the pro-: 


gram will have to be dropped. 


Please read the Report of the Lunch Supervisor for more details 
of purchases and expenditures.

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The School Lunch is sponsored by the Winterport Superintend- 
ing School Committee. 


The type A lunch is served which consists of %4 pt. fluid whole 
milk, 2 ounces protein rich food, cooked or canned lean meat, 
poultry or fish, cheese, dry beans, 1 egg, 4 tablespoons of peanut 
butter or a combination of % of the listed quantities of each of two 
of these items. At least 34 cup serving of raw or cooked vegetables, 
1 slice of bread or 1 serving of hot breads. At least 2 teaspoons of 
butter or margarine (may be used as a spread or seasoning). 
Fruits (canned or fresh) may be used for % of the vegetables. 
_ A vitamin C food must be included every day, a vitamin A food 
twice a week. 

Surplus foods received from the State thus far are: flour (we 
are unable to make bread because of the lack of pans and oven 
space), butter, peaches, dry milk, cheese, tomatoes, corn, apple- 
sauce, turkeys (for four meals) and blackberries. 


The average daily cost per meal per child from September to 
November was about 28.6c. The average daily cost per meal per 
child from November to February 6, 1959, was about 29.1c.

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SURPLUS COMMODITIES 


These government surplus commodities are donated and the 
town has to pay the freight. Following are a few comparative 
figures to show how the cost has increased: The freight cost 
$69.46 in 1956-1957, $97.02 in 1957-1958, $254.92 in 1958-1959 
and this year $461.03. This year we had delivered 1,300 Ibs. 
rice, 13,750 Ibs. flour, 6,000 Ibs. dry milk, 4,600 Ibs. meal, 2,196 
Ibs. butter, 572 lbs. dried whole eggs and 432 Ibs. lard. In 1957- 
1958, as a comparison, we had 3,250 Ibs. flour, 2,538 Ibs. dry 
milk and 1,200 Ibs. corn meal. In many cases the people who 
are eligible to receive these commodities could come in after 
them, but for many old age people or people without cars the 
goods would have to be delivered. In the past the overseers of 
the poor have delivered all the commodities. These goods do 
not come all at one time so it is rather difficult to allot the 
goods until they have all arrived. We are recommending the 
raising of $500 to pay for the freight instead of taking it from 
the town poor account.

WELL BABY CONFERENCES 


The I.0.0.F. has again donated the use of their hall so that 
the Health Council is able to go there and carry on the well 
baby clinics. Due to the busy schedule of both Mrs. Emma 
Creamer, Public Health Nurse, and Dr. Samuel Wagner, the 
council voted to limit the clinics to six a year. Three are held 
in the fall, in October, November and December, and three 
in the spring, in March, April and May. This has proved to be 
very satisfactory with an average of 20 in attendance each time. 
Vaccinations, Polio Shots, Triple Vaccines and Physicals were 


given. 


SCHOOL HEALTH PROGRAM 


Again this year the Grammar School children, grades 1 
through 8, were weighed and measured and records brought up 
to date. On November 6, 1959 polio shots were given through- 
out the schools, with an excellent response. 
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SICK ROOM SUPPLIES 


The council this year was unable to purchase any additional 
equipment, due to the fact that in recent months a law was 
passed stating the following: 


R. S. c25 Sec. 66, amended: “The amended law covering 
free immunization to be provided by the municipalities, goes 
into effect on September 12, 1959. Municipalities will, under 
law, be expected to provide their own poliomyelitis vaccine.” 


The amended portion of Sec. 66 of Chapter 25 of the Revised 
Statutes of Maine reads as follows: 


“The local health officer of each municipality shall annually 
on a day or days specified by him during the month of March, 
or oftener if he deems it prudent, provide for the free vaccina- 
tion with cowpox of all inhabitants within his jurisdiction; and 
shall provide free inoculation with suitable material as de- 
fined by the Department of Health and Welfare against diph- 
theria, whooping cough, tetanus and poliomyelitis of all chil- 
dren under 16 years of age; at a time specified by him.” 


Since there were so many cases of Polio, Dr. Wagner and 
the Council thought it more important to offer the vaccine in 
the fall rather than to wait until after the regular town meeting. 
Therefore the funds were all expended so that our children 
would have protection against Polio. 7 


However the equipment which has been purchased in pre- 
vious years will be available to anyone who is in need of it.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING 


For the Year 1959 


At the year’s end it is again appropriate to give you an ac- 
count of public health nursing services in your community for 
the year 1959. 


The primary purpose of public health nursing is to provide 
nursing service to people at home, at school, at work, in clinics 
and health centers, so that individuals, families and the com- 
munity as a whole will be helped to achieve and maintain op- 
timum health. Public health nursing is one of the basic health 
services that contribute to a healthy and happy way of life. 


The very important work of the Division of Public Health 
Nursing of the Maine Department of Health and Welfare is to 
provide public health nursing service to people in the rural 
areas and small towns of our State. These services include: 


Health teaching of individuals and families in their homes 


for the prevention of illness, promotion of health and correction 
of defects. 


Teaching nursing care of the sick and rehabilitation of the 
handicapped in their own homes, with medical direction from 
the patients physician. 


Prevention and control of communicable diseases through — 
immunization programs, detection and follow-up of tuberculosis 
and venereal diseases, and health education. 


Maternal and child care, including schoo] health services and 
child health conferences. 
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Follow-up home visiting to individuals and families under 
care of the various State clinics and services — crippled chil- 
dren, pediatric, mental retardation, cleft palate, adolescent, 
cardiac, tuberculosis — to help patients and families carry out 
the doctor’s instructions for treatment. | 


Working closely with physicians, hospitals, and other health 
and social agencies in behalf of patients and families. 


Working closely with the townspeople, individually and in 
groups, so that the people themselves will take responsibility for 
developing health programs to meet their unique local health 
needs. 


Health is a priceless possession, defined by the World Health 
Organization as “a state of complete physical, mental, and 
social well-being and not merely the absence of disease or dis- 
ability.” It is wisely said that public health is people, who are 
so concerned with good health for themselves, their neighbors, 
and their community that they work for this priceless possession. 
This wise saying guides us well, for nowhere in our State do 
we have the number of public health nurses we need to give 
all the services we would like to give. It follows, then, that a 
successful public health nursing program does, and indeed 
should, depend largely upon the interest, support, and volunteer 
work of the local people, individually and through organized 
group effort. The public health nurse gives directly those sery- 
ices that require her special professional nursing skills and gives 
leadership and counsel to.the townspeople in developing, co- 
operatively, the health programs most suitable for their own 
community. 


Your public health nurse submits the following summary of 
public health nursing services in your community for the year 
1959: : 


The Public Health Nursing Program in Winterport this 
year has been a well developed service covering most phases of 
Public Health. 


56 


9 Child Health Conferences were held: 19 infants and 80 
pre-school children attended. 172 visits were made to these 
Clinics. Physical examinations were given. 37 children were 
vaccinated against Smallpox. 47 children completed their Diph- 
theria, Whooping cough and Tetanus inoculations and 98 shots 
of Polio Vaccine were given. 


2 school clinics were held in which 414 shots of Polio Vac- 
cine were given. Plans are being made to have another school 
clinic in the spring of 1960 to offer Diphtheria and Tetanus 
inoculations and Smallpox Vaccine. 


35 Home visits were made to school children and conferences 
were held with the teachers and superintendent of schools to 
discuss individual and general school health problems. 


30 home visits have been made to expectant mothers, infants 
and pre-school children. 


50 home visits have been made to people on other services 
such as crippled children, Tuberculosis and Cardiac services.

Some Important Reportable Diseases are: Chickenpox, Diph- 
theria, Dysentery, Food infection or poisoning, German Measles, 
Hepalitis infection, Measles, Meningitis, Mumps, Poliomyelitis, 
Scarlet Fever and Streptococcal Throat, Tuberculosis, all forms, 
Typhoid and Paratyphoid Fevers, Undulent Fever and Whoop- 
ing Cough.

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PARSONAGE AND MARINE STREET LIGHT 


The town voted to install a street light at the intersection of 
Parsonage street and Marine street. After checking and finding 
that it would cost $55.80 instead of the regular $18.00 the select- 
men did not have it put in. If the light company had to put 
the 2 poles in ledge it would cost $67.08 and if they had to put 
only one in ledge it would cost $61.44. This would be the yearly 
cost always unless a house was built near that area. 


You will find an article to see if the town will raise $49.08 
extra to go with the $18.00 raised last year to pay for this street 
light. You will also find an article to see if the town will raise 
$1,368.00 for street lighting which will pay for 1000 lumen 
lights instead of 600, thereby giving 2/3 more light than at 
present which this year cost $1,184.76.

WINTERPORT CENTENNIAL 


Since Winterport will be 100 years old March 12, 1960 the 
selectmen felt that a centennial should be held. The selectmen 
knew that the town would have to vote to hold a centennial 
and vote some funds to defray some expenses. Your selectmen 
asked the Argonne Post No. 138, American Legion, Winterport 
to make plans for a centennial and so far they have done a 
great deal of planning, having contacted the Lions, Odd Fel- 
lows, Women’s Club, Extension Group, Sunrise Grange and the 
American Legion Auxiliary who have promised to put on some 
kind of a program for a day during the week of July 3rd. The 
program calls for advertising, parades, fireworks, games, sup- 
pers, dances, concerts, a pageant and other activities. Plans are 
in the making for decorating the town with bunting and signs, 
identifications for the oldest buildings in town, a souvenir pro- 
gram-is planned, also a history of the town will be made and 
all plans, programs and activities of the centennial are planned 
to be printed and made available to everyone. 


Your selectmen believed that if they waited until the 1960 
town meeting that time would be short for this planning and 
having the centennial. There is an article in the warrant asking 
for $950.00 to defray the expenses of a centennial. Some of this 
will be returned by putting on the suppers, pageant, selling 
of souvenirs and the write-up of the centennial. Some of the 
organizations know they will have activities which will pay for 
themselves and possibly more, but they have no special account 
from which to finance the initial cost. 
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There is also an article in the warrant asking if the town 
wishes to hold a centennial this year. There must be an official 
vote of the town before the selectmen can make arrangements 
and have a centennial put on. If the town votes to hold a cen- 
tennial and your 1960 board of selectmen want the Legion to 
go ahead with the plans, the Legion wants everyone who has 
any ideas, plans or suggestions to contact Claude A. Dunham 
post commander or the other members of their committee:

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ENROLLMENT TRENDS AND RESULTING NEEDS 


Elementary 


10 of the 12 classrooms have over 30 pupils which is the 
maximum recommended by the State Foundation Program; 
and there are three rooms with divided grades. 


It is estimated that the entering class in September, 1960, 
will again be 55, and there will be over 50 pupils in 5 of the 
8 grades. It will be barely possible to house this number, and 
very likely that part of the 4th grade will have to be moved to 
the Smith Building, which will further crowd this building. 
‘Furthermore, there will be 4 rooms with divided grades. It 
would take at least three classrooms to return to one grade per 
room. The addition of three elementary classrooms would be 
only a temporary solution. A long-time plan is needed, looking 
forward to the year 1965. The addition of three classrooms 
would not provide for a Sub-Primary. 


A CROWDED HIGH SCHOOL 


There are five classrooms, six teachers and 133 pupils in the 
High School. 17 of this number are tuition pupils. It appears 
that the enrollment next year will be about the same provided 
the drop-out rate does not change. 


No high school program can achieve high standards unless 
teachers are allowed to teach only the subjects in which they 
are especially prepared. Furthermore, teachers should not be 
overloaded with classes so that they do not have time to correct 
papers and check carefully on pupil progress and special needs. 


We cannot expect to be happy about high school results 
until we provide a plan whereby there will be more rooms and 
more teachers. The greatest need of any high school is to have 
teachers who are specialists in their subjects and who work 
under a program in which they are not overloaded and rushed. 
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Winterport, like other towns, should continue to try to pro- 
vide a high school program for all students who will try and 
are cooperative. It is the duty of the American Public School 
to take all students, do the best we can for them and take them 
as far as possible. Any other plan is a denial of the democratic 
development of education. The comprehensive high school in- 
cludes training for the gifted student, a good general education, 
and, if possible, vocational training. 


BUILDING NEEDS 


Three classrooms would meet immediate needs, but this is 
not the way to solve our problem. It is recommended that 
people in Town Meeting appoint a Planning and Building Com- 
mittee to study and prepare a long range program, looking 
forward to 1965. The preparation of an improved and expanded 
curriculum should be placed in the hands of administration and 
the teaching staff. At least the planning of a curriculum should 
be the work of those who have training and experience in this 


field. 


If the citizens are opposed to consolidation, then they will 
have to plan an expensive program for the town as a single 
educational unit. 


The limits to our support of education lie less in our pocket- 
books than in our hearts and minds. The American people, in 
one way or another, have the will to allot more of their grow- 
ing income to educating their children and less to frivolities, 
indulgence and luxuries. 


Education is a powerful weapon that spells the difference 
between being the world’s first-rate power or the world’s sec- 
ond-rate power, both in science and military strength. 


Bold and forthright measures are required. Piecemeal ap- 
proaches will not do the job. The problem of inadequate and 
overcrowded classrooms is nationwide, from small town to 
metropolis. * 
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CONVEYANCE 


The two town-owned busses have been in service for many 
years and repair bills are high. In particular, one bus has re- 
quired two rather expensive jobs and the conveyance cost this 
year has been higher than anticipated. The time is not far off 
when the town should plan to purchase at least one new 
larger bus. 


It may be of interest to give the following breakdown of 
conveyance costs:

There were heavy repair bills on the Knowles’ bus and most 
of the athletic trips are taken by this bus. 


The committee has secured a government surplus bus (Inter- 
national) at a cost of $70.00 and a charge of $81.00 for towing 
to Winterport. 


The bus body (1951) is in very good condition; and with 
repairs to the engine, installation of flashing signals and paint- 
ing, it should be useful for several years. It is planned to op- 
erate this bus beginning next September and the cost of repairs 
and operation in the fiscal year 1960-61 will be about $2,500.00. 


It was necessary for the committee to take the bus when it 
was notified of the opportunity, or see the bus assigned to an- 
other town. In my opinion the committee made a wise decision. 
No exact plan for the use of this bus has been outlined as yet, 
but it is expected to take the second runs and thus pupils will 
be able to leave home later in the morning, and arrive home 
earlier in the afternoon.

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OVERDRAFTS 

When the budget was prepared a year ago, it was not known 
that the state would revise the subsidy law in a manner that 
would cut $1,962.88 from our income. If this money had been 
received before F ebruary 1, we could have balanced our Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Accounts and reduced the overdraft in 
the General Account to $532.00. The amount of the cut 
($1,962.88) has been received but too late to include as income 
for the year 1959-60. It has been credited to income for 1960- 
61 and thus will reduce the appropriation by that amount. 


FEDERAL AID 
Federal Law 874 provides financial assistance to towns whose 
school systems have been affected by enrollments of children 
whose parents are federally connected. Last year Winterport 
claimed 48 such children and received approximately $75.00 
per pupil. The full amount received from the Federal Govern- 
ment was $3,453.80. 


We estimate a similar amount for 1960-61, and $3,500 has 
been included as income in the budget planning. 


The school committee and superintendent realize that it is 
most important to live within the income provided and to make 
every effort to spend money wisely. However, we cannot escape 
the fact that school costs keep rising, and there are many things 
which the schools need in the way of books and equipment.

Until we raise the 
salaries of teachers to a level that compares favorably with 
salaries paid talented persons in other areas, we cannot hope 
(when there is occasion to make replacements) to provide able 


and competent teachers for all our children.

Teachers generally are in favor of a salary schedule based 
on training and experience up to a certain level. Beyond this, 
there should be raises based on merit. It doesn’t mean much to 
speak of merit raises unless salaries are at least up to the state 
average. 


Our teachers are loyal and devoted to their tasks. They are 
trying faithfully to meet the educational needs of all students, 
the gifted, the average and the slow. This they do in the face 
of handicaps of time, space, equipment and the demoralizing 
effect of criticism. I wish to commend them and to thank them 
for their. efforts. 


OBSERVATIONS 


The Lunch Program under the supervision of Mrs. Porter has 
been successful; and up to the present writing, the program 
has been self-supporting. At any rate it has not been necessary 
to draw on the $1,000.00 fund appropriated at Town Meeting 
last March. 


We congratulate Mr. Palleria, and the school band on con- 
tinued improvement and we point out that band members 
should- have uniforms. In some towns parents form Booster 
Clubs to accomplish this. 


Schools in any town will improve if all groups will unite and 
work constructively for the good of the children. Demands of 
scientific training, the world situation and the fast pace of 
modern times all require facilities for schools and very high 
standards. 

I wish, as usual, to thank all groups and individuals who 
have given aid to our schools.

Art. 68. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men and treasurer of the town to sell and convey in the name 
of the inhabitants of the Town of Winterport, the right, title 
and interest of the town in any or all real estate conveyed to 
the inhabitants of the town in proceedings for collection of 
taxes. 
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Art. 69. To see if the town will vote to have a centennial 
in 1960 and to give the selectmen authority to make plans and 
hold a centennial during the first week in July.
